How Shall We Kcganl the Uihie. 

What are we to do with the Bible? How are we 
to reiard it? Is it the best bonk in the world or the 
worst ? Is it a true hook, or is it a iafiso. book? Is 
it God's book, or is it man's hook? 

We find men on all sides oi the question. Tm-r. 
arc pi rsoca who tell us this book is a good book — 
but then, there' are others just as good. The Bible 
• is inspired, and bo was Plato inspired, so was Soc- 
rates, and so is tho almanac inspired ; in fart, every- 
thing is inspired — tho book of Mormon, tho Koian 
. oFBlalnmiet, the sacred books.of the Hindoos and 
the Chinese; — they have their Bibles, you have 
yours ; all arc good, and one is about as good as the 
other. Shakespeare was inspired, Milton was in- 
spired, Thorm-s Puine was inspired, and everything 
and evoybody is inspired. 

It is not worth while to waste time on false issues, 
When 1 open Shakespeare's plays I do not read at 
the commencement, 'Thus saith the Lord God of 
hosts ;' when 1 turn to Plato's writings I do not 
read, 'Hear ye the word of the Lord;' when I pe- 
ruse the almanac I doliot read, 'The word of the 
frord came unto me. 1 Hence, you see tbat this 


book must be judged by a standard different from 
all other books. Over and over again this book 
says, 'Hear ye the word of the Lord.* Now, the' 
message is the word of the Lord, or is it a lie. It 
is the word of the Lord, an it professes to he, or it 
is a cheat, a swindle, a humbug, a fraud.
